USUAL WEEKLY EARNINGS OF WAGE AND SALARY WORKERS:

WASHINGTON-~-Median full-time weekly earnings for black men 
were $343 in the third quarter of 1988, 75 percent of the $458 
figure for white men, the Bureau of Labor Statistics, U.S. Labor 
Department reports. By contrast, the median for black women, at 
$295, was very close (94 percent) to that of white women ($315). 


Median earnings of the nation's 84.9 million full-time wage 
and salary workers were $381 per week in the third quarter of 
1988. Weekly earnings increased 2.7 percent from a year earlier, 
while prices, as measured by the Consumer Price Index for All 
Urban Consumers, rose 4.1 percent. 


Data on usual earnings are collected as part of the Current Population 
Survey, a nationwide sample survey of households in which respondents are 
asked how much each wage and salary worker in the household usually earns 
per week, _ Other highlights for the third quarter 


were; 


Median earnings for women usually working full time were $313 per 
week, compared with $443 for men. The female-to-male earnings ratio was 71 
percent, about the same as the figure for the third quarter of 1987. 


The earnings of Hispanics ($209) continued to be lower than either 
blacks ($315) or whites ($3990). 


—-Weekly earnings were highest for workers 35 to 44 years old ($450) 
and lowest for teenagers ($192). Men’s earnings peaked in the 45-to-54 
year group ($541), while the highest earnings for women occurred in the 35-. 
to-44 age bracket ($354). (See table 2.) 
~-Among the major occupational groups, workers in the managerial and 
' professional specialty field had the highest median weekly earnings ($557), 
followed by those in precision production, craft, and repair occupations 
($427). The lowest earnings were reported for workers in farming, 
forestry, and fishing ($226) and service jobs ($240). (See table 3.)

EMPLOYMENT AND EARNINGS CHARACTERISTICS OF FAMILIES: 
THIRD QUARTER 1988 


WASHINGTON--Median earnings for black families ($445) were 
only 72 percent of white family earnings ($620); according to the 
U.S. Labor Department's Bureau of Labor Statistics. The 
differences stem from three factors: First, whites generally 
have higher earnings than blacks; second, white families are more 
likely to have two or more earners; and third, a higher 
proportion of black families are maintained by women. 


The number of families with an employed member who worked 
full time has continued to rise. About 48.8 million families had 
at least one member who worked 35 hours or more a week in the 
third quarter of 1988, 400,000 more than a year earlier. Median 
family wage and salary earnings rose as well, reaching $601 a 
week, 4 percent above the prior year's level. Other highlights 
from the third-quarter data follow. 


--- More than 8 out of 10 of the nation’s 64.6 million families had at 
least one member who was employed. Just 10.7 million (17 percent) had no 
member in the labor force, and, in three-fifths of these families, everyone 
was 60 years old or over. The number of families with no one working or 
looking for work grew by about 200,000 over the year, as the number of 
older persons in the population continued to increase. (See tables A and 
1.) 


--- The number of married-couple families with employed members rose 
by about 250,000 over the year to 42.7 million, or 84 percent of all 
married-couple families. Among these families, there was a particularly 
sharp increase in the number where both the husband and wife were 
working--700,000. (See table 2.) 


-—-- Just over 5 million families had a member who was unemployed, 
about 300,000 ‘fewer than a year earlier. Most of the drop was among 
families in which the husband was unemployed. (See table 3.) 


--~ There was little change overall in the number of employed mothers 

(18.7 million), despite a small rise among those with pre-schoolers. This 

reflected the fact that the number of families with children under 6 rose, 

while the number with 6 to 17 year olds continued to decline. For both 

‘groups, the proportions of mothers who were employed edged up. (See 
tables A and 4.) ‘2 


~~~ At $674 a week, median wage and salary earnings of married-couple 

families were 4.7 percent higher than a year earlier. Families where both 

‘ the husband and wife plus some other family member(s) worked had the 

highest earnings ($1,065). Where the. wife or some other member (but not 

the husband) was the only worker, earnings were lowest (about $240). (See 
table 6. )

ANNUAL PAY LEVELS IN METROPOLITAN AREAS, 1987 
7 ee 

WASHINGTON -- Average annual pay in metropolitan areas increased 
4.6 percent from 1986 to 1987, according to oreliminary data released 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U.S. Denartment of Labor. 
The U.S. average level for the nation's 317 metronolitan areas was 
$21,724, up from $20,762 last year. 


Annual pay data are for workers covered by State and Federal 
Unemployment Insurance (UI) programs and are compiled from reports 
submitted by employers for more than 101 million workers. The “average" 
pay is computed by dividing total annual pay of both full- and part-time 
employees covered by unemployment insurance programs by the average monthly 
number of these employees. Thus, pay differences between areas reflect the 
varying composition of employment by occupation, industry, and hours of 
work, as well. as other factors. Along with the Metropolitan Statistical 
Areas or Primary Metropolitan Statistical Areas, 20 areas are designated as 


Consolidated Metropolitan Statistical Areas and are included in this 
report. 


Metropolitan and Primary Metropolitan Statistical Areas 


As in. past years, Anchorage, Alaska, a high cost-of-living area, had 
the highest average annual pay level at $28,486. New York, New York, had 
the second highest average annual pay level ($28,179), followed by 
Bridgeport-Stamford-Norwalk-Danbury, Connecticut ($27,832), and San Jose, 


California ($27,748). Jacksonville, North Carolina, again had the lowest 
average annual pay figure at $13,246, followed by three Texas border areas, 


McAllen-Edinburg-Mission ($13,311), _ Brownsville-Harlingen ($14,087), and 
Laredo ($14,093). (See table 1.) 


Kenosha, Wisconsin, which eéxperienced large pay increases in 
manufacturing and construction, led all areas in percentage growth in 
average annual pay from 1986 to 1987, with an overall increase of 10.6 
percent. The New Haven-Waterbury—Meriden, Connecticut, and the 


Monmoucth-Ocean, New Jersey, metropolitan areas were next, each with an 
increase of 8.4 percent. 


On che other end of the scale, average annual pay declined in eight 
areas from 1986 to 1987. Flint, Michigan, experienced the largest 
decrease, at 4.2 percent. This decrease was primarily caused by 
significant declines in employment and. annual average pay in the 
manufacturing sector. Average pay decreased by 1.9 percent in Anderson, 
Indiana, and by 1.8 percent in Lansing-East Lansing, Michigan. 


Consolidated Metropolitan Statistical Areas 


Among the 20 areas shown in table 2, New York-Northern New Jersey~Long 
Island, New York-New Jersey~-Connecticut, had the highest average annual pay 
at $25,976. San Francisco-Oakland-San Jose, California, was second at 
$25,375, followed by Detroit-Ann Arbor, Michigan ($25,178), Hartford-New 
Britain-Middletown-Bristol, Connecticut ($24,151), and Los 
Angeles~Anaheim-Riverside, California ($23,921).

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As occurred last vear, Providence-Pawtucket-Woonsocket, Rhode Island, 
had the lowest average annual pay level of all areas in this group, at 
$18,696. Buffalo-Niagara Falls, New York, again was next with an average 
annual pay level of $19,404, followed by Portland-Vancouver, 
Oregon-Washington, ($20,386), and Miami-Fort Lauderdale, Florida ($20,602). 


In terms of pay growth, the three highest increases were again in the 
Northeast. The Hartford-New Britain-Middletown-Bristol, Connecticut, 
consolidated area had the largest increase in average annual pay from 1986 
to 1987, at 7.8 percent, followed by Boston-Lawrence-Salem-Lowell-Brockton, 
Massachusetts (7.4 percent), and the New York consolidated metropolitan 
area (7.3 percent) 


Houston-Galveston~Brazoria, Texas, experienced the slowest growth rate 
of all consolidated areas with an increase of 1.5 percent. Detroit~Ann 
Arbor, Michigan, followed with an increase of 1.9 percent.
